President Coolidge,: in the 
course of an important speech ‘on 
the foreizn policy of the United 
States, at the annual dinner of the

President Coolidge said he flat-" 
ly rejected the Sennte proposal for 
the settlement of the dispute with 
Moxico by arbitration, and thought 
that!a settloment could-be reached 
on the basis of the recent conver- 


sations with the Mexican Ambas- 


sador, who had informed him that 
Mexico did not intended to con- 
fiecute American property. While 
th United States would decline to 
countenance the virtual confisea-. 
tion of the property of its citizens, 
she did not,question the right of 
Mexico to take any property ~vo- 
vided she paid fair compensation. 
President: Coolidge emphasised 
that America was not warring 
against Nicaragua, but merely 
protecting American citizens and 
property. : ;

The Hongkong University Modi- 
cal Soelety was reorganised in 
1926 and from the brief account 
of its activities appended to this 
review it will be seen that it is 
doing good work.,, Membership 
has increased to 200, of whom 
two-thirda are students and one- 
third qualified men. The circula- 
tion of the Soclety’s ‘journal has 
increascd from 800 to 600 copies. 


Faculty of Engincering. 


There were forty-nine students 
on the rolls, of whom nineteen were 
in the first ycar, six in the’ second, 
sixteen in third and eight ‘in the 
fourth yoar, Jive out of the eight 
students in the fourth year gradu- 
ated at the end of the year under 
review—two being recommended to 
the London Assessors. for Honours. 
During the year under review the 
equipment of the Ho Tung Work- 
shop was completed and full courses 
of workshop instruction and prac- 
tice provided. Thanks to the oxist- 
ence of the Jahn Swire Fund, the 
University is able -to buy annually’ 
n certain amount of equipment for 
the engindering laboratories and 
workshop. 
gincering Faculty has been serious- 
ly affected by the chaotic conditions 
which have prevailed for some years 
and are still prevailing in China.' 
The present. numbers are about half 
of what they were four years after 
the Faculty was inaugurated. The 
University can only hope that in 
the cra of prosperity which is 
generally predicted us a sequel to 
the present unhappy phase, there 
will be in China & greater demand | 
than ever for trained engineers, and 
that this Faculty will have a band 
in training them. The Report of 
the Dean is reproduced ag an ap+ 
pendix. 


Faculty of Aris. 7 

The Faculty of Arts is’ divided 
into nine departments, viz, Engligh, 
Education, Social Science, Com- 
merce, History, Mathematics, Phy- 
sies, Chemistry and Biology. 

During the year, 1926, a depart- 
ment of Chinese studies was or- 
ganised. ' Thde two parttime lec- 
turers who, up till then had consti- 
tuted the whole of, the _ Chinese 
teaching staff, were appointed as 
Readers and the department was 
further strengthened . by the ap- 
pointment of a translator, Mr. Lum 
‘Tung, B.A. . Chinese, which could. 
previously not be taken beyond the 
intermediate stage of the curricu- 
lum-of the Faculty of Arts, muy 
now be offered ag a subject inthe 
Vinal Examinations Part I’ and 
Part YH, and further developments 
are contempted. 

The number of students in the 
Arts Faculty in 1926 was 102. 

An interesting piece of research 
work, the object of which is to 
work out a formula for the reading 
of the tides which arc notoriously 
erratic in the Swatow_ arca, is 
being conducted by the Department 
of Physics, in collaboration with 
Captain Stocker of the Swatow 
Pilotage. 

Much useful work of ‘this nature. 
could be done by the University but 
for the lack of staff and apparatus. 
Thore is one Professor of Phy- 
sics and one Professor of Chemis- 
try, but neither of these professors 
‘has any assistant wha, can under. 
take any lecturing or evan any part 
of the.work involved in the direc- 
tion and. supervision of the stud- 
ents’ practical ‘work, ° This means 
that, in term time at lcast, sus- 
tained observational and yesearch 
work is practically impossible. 
These are not the conditions under 
which the University hag any right 
to expect research results.

‘Land and, Buildings. * 


The University estate proper 
covers over 700,000 sq. ft. and that 
excludes the Battery sites which 
wore recently handed over to the 
University by the Military Depart- 
Lment and the Recreation ground 
on the -Pokfulum Road, some 
fifteen minutes’ walk away. . But 
the University cannot, afford’ to 
employ either 2 competent or an 
adequate staff of gardeners, and 
the total annual grant for the ,, 
upkeep of the ground (as apart 
from the buildings) is about $1,000 
only. The Recreation ground is. 
in ‘the Union’s charge, but the 
Union hag néver any money to . 
spare for the upkeep cither of the 
ground or {ts _ pavilion. The 
University grounds as a whole are 
a constant’ source of anxiety, and 
the absence of any competent per- 
gon whose duty would: be to ‘look 
after the grounds and the build-’ 
ings imposes a heavy portion of 
inspection work on the Viee-Chan- 
cellor and the Registrar.’ 


It is high time that the Univer- 
sity authorities tackled seriously 
the question of the upkeep and 
maintenance of the’ University 
property, That part of Hongkong * 
in which the University lives, is 
becoming more and more bullt 
over and congested, It would be * 
an asset to the city of Victoria 
1 if the University 
grounds could be'maintained as a» 
place of beauty and quiet. They 
could be quite easily so developed, 
were a little more money available, 
Honglhong, on its’ lower levels, is | 
not over supplied with “open 
spaces, especially in the West 
Point district, 


Conclusion. 


Edueational work is “always 
more or less a disappointment to 
those who are engaged in it,, Tho 
possibilities are so immense; tha 
achievements so meagre. The , 
University of -Hongkong has 
always had to live from hand to 
mouth and this has neither added 
to its ‘dignity nor’ smoothed its 
working. Young Britishers do 
mot now, as a rule, want to come 
out to the East to work in Univer: |, 
sities. China used to attract, now 
it puzzles, and well might a young 
Britisher ask why he should come «. 
out to a British University in « 
China, when hig country’s policy « 
toward China is so indeterminate. 
if a young man must leave Britain 
for the Far East, he prefers com 
werce with its alluring prizes. A 
University like’ Hongkong, being 
poor, eannot offer good conditions 
of work or prospects; nor is a 
University appointment here like- 
ly to lend to .a better University 
‘nppointment - claewhere, | Thero 
are immense possibilities for cer- 
dain Unes of research in Hongkong 
but they have never been exploit- 
od and consequently they are not 
realized, A keen man. coming to’ 
Honglong University feels isolat- 
ed and loses heart.

Yet the 
vast areas still to be opened up sug- 
gest vistas of hundreds of miles of 
roads, capable of carrying 
heaviest traiiic, especially with the 
growth of modern motor transpor- 
tation. Of particular interest. to 
ux is the decision to use asphalt 
wherever. possible, both ag a pre- 
yantive of erosion by rainy and as 
a factor in climinating the dust 
nuisance.

Department, to the use of asphalt 
in preference to ordinary macadam 
or other surtucing, and the practice

KHIVA’S MISHAP. 


EXPERIENCES OF - 
. PASSENGERS. 


‘WONDERS OF WIRELESS. 


Tho P. & .O.,8.8. Khiva, which 
went ashore during thick weather 
near Steep Island Pass on_ the 
morning of April 20, and which 
later got off by her own efforts, 
arrived in Shanghal yesterday, 
says Saturday's N.'C. Daily News, 
escorted by tho Shanghai Tug & 
Lighter Company’s salvage and 
rescue craft Saucy and St. Samp- 
son and the. destroyer Wolacy,’ 
and is now tied up at the Shang- 
hai and Hongkew Wharf. 

The Khiva will go into dry dock 
some time next week, the paper 
states, and until then it will not 
be posible accurately to ascertain: 
the complete extent of the damage 
she hag suffered nor to give an 
estimate of, the time ft will take 
to place her in commission again. 
Her bows are crumpled somewhat 
above tho water-line, but the’ moat 
gcrioug damage lies lower down, 
in the vicinity of No, 1_hold, 

Messrs. Mackinnon, Mackenzie 
& Co, the local agents for the P. 
& O. Company, informed a press 
representative that the sailing of 
the Khiva ot May 10"had definite- 
ly been cancelled, and that an- 
other vessel would take the sall- 
ing instead. : ; 

In view of tho possibility of o 
Court of Inquiry being held into 
the accident, the local agents of 
the P. & 0. were not prepared to 
discuss how the Khiva came'to go’

IMMIGRATION OVERSEER ; 
ASSAULTED. 


Yesterday afternoon threo Chin- 
cae appeared before Mr. R. E, Lind- 
aoll-charged with intimidating and 
assaulting a Chinese emigration 
superintendent Who looks after tha 
interests in. Hongkong of a tobacco 
plantation in Medan, 

Mr, H. Lo’for, the prosecution 
informed his Worship that the 
complainant had no actual worl 
but merely received likely emi- 
grants. 

On the 13th of April six men 
went to thé Chu, Yi Chan Board- 
ing house and asked for “the 
complainant, When complainant 
appeared they accused him of kid- 
napping two brothers of one of the 
dofendants and asked him what he 
woult do about it.’ Complainant 
explained ‘that the whole matter 
of emigration was looked after by 
the S.C. A. and that;a complete 
record of all’ emigrants is kept 
there and that these’ men should 
go there to make enquiries. Not 
satisfied with this explanation the 
men asked for some monctary com- 
pensation ant threatened to 
assault the defendant if it was not 
forthcoming. Mr, Lo explained 
that the evidence on this point was 

rather conflicting. After this they 
auinted to attack complainant and 
the manager of the boarding house, 
noticing a fracas, or dered the door 
to be closed in order that the in- 
traders might not escape. Not- 
withstanding that, ,however, three 
men managed to escape. The're- 
maining three were arrested. 

The men pleaded suilty to the 
charge of assault and; Mr, Lo 
agreeing, the charge of intimida- 
tion was dropped. 

Mr. Lindsell said that in view of 
the fact that the first defendant 
had already been'a week in police 
custody it would be sufficient if 
he signed a personal. bond of $100 
to be of good behaviour for 12 
months.

"SOCIAL CHANGES. — 


INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
HELENA MAY INSTITUTE. 


At the Helena May Institute last 
evoning «1 public Iecture on 
“Some Social and Industrial 
Changes in the 19th. and 20th. 
Centuries,” was given by tho Rev. 
W. T. Featherstone, in the course 
of which ho said! that he conaider- 
od that industrial reform had been 
a aucctess in England. Mr.. de 
Martin, presided, and introduced 
the speaker. 

Mr. Featherstone referred to the 
conditions in. England during 
the 19th. and 20th,.centuries, to 
reforma and ‘ the Chartist move-~ 
ment in 1820 and 1860, and also 
to certain political points In the 
social, industrial, and political 
jife between 1870 and 1926. 

He added they might think of 
some comparisons between the 
East and West. A thing they had 
to remember was to try and put 
themselves in the “other man’s 
shoes” and temember in’ connex- 
ion with the Far Bast and West- 
ern countrics, that the Far Hast 
appeared to be doing in’ about 50 
years what England and other 
countries had tuken three or four 
centuries to do.

They had bettered the 
working classes. 


Speaking of the voting ques- 
tion he said he thought it would 
be better if the age should be 
raised to 26.

BANKERS CUT HANKOW TIES. 


Decision Taken at Shanghai. 


Shanghai, Apri] 22.—Declaring 
that the authorities in Tankow are 
attempting to ruin the finuneial 
market and to wreck the: founda- 
fions.of the gountry, the Shanghai 
Chinese Bankers’ Association, in 
a manifesto made public yester- 
day, anugunces the severing of all 
business relutions with the various 
banks in Hankow. 

The manifesto points out that, 
dating from April 18, only the 
notes issued by the Central ‘Bank 
should be accepted, according to 
orders issued by the authorities in 
Wuchang and Nankow, and’ that 
no specie will be allowed to be 
used in business transactions, 
The ‘statement. of the .Chinese 
bankers -here "declares that this 
Move on the part of the Nation- 
alist authorities at) Hankow. and 
Wu Han proves that they have in- 
troduced Communism and are set- 
ling about the financial ruin of 
China.

No definite information was 
o}tainable here yesterday ton the 
progress of the conference of 
moderates at Nanking, but it is 
known that things are not pro- 
ceeding so smoothly as could be 
desired in ‘this. newly formed 
government, It appears that 
there is a distinct dleavage of 
opinion in the party over appoint- 
nienty under the new government, 
the Cantonese section demanding 
more share of the power, This 
section #8 said to have shown con- 
siderable opposition to General 
Chiang, Kni-shek, ‘who is a native 
of Chekiang province and who is 
said to be suspected of endeavonr- 
ing to shut the’Cantonese out of 
power in favour of men from the 
more central provinces.
